I Majesty, in amazement cried out, ' We 
thought we knew something, and we knew 
nothing." 
The skilful, magician has also 


produced singular efTcts at the Prince Na- 
poleon's. The latter had summoned experts 
in legerdemain to control his experiments. 
They were confounded by them. Hut in 
another saloon, Mr. Hume.was the victim; 
of :a pleasant mTstiiHition. He had re- 
quested that four persons whose faces were 
not sympathetic snould be banished from 
the room. 
Among these was Gustave 


Nadand, the spirited writer of .songs; who 
in revenge, wished to piay Hume a trick 
after his own fashion.. One.of his friends 
desired Hume to call up Socrates, and at 
the moment when the American Cagliostro. 
invoked the shade of the philosopher, he 
suddenly presented himself; flesh and bone, 
in a winding sheet imitating more or less the 
ancient rote. The terror amon" the spec- 
tators was at first great, and Mr. Hume 
himself was a little surprised, when Socra- 
tes began to sing the Brigadier. Shouts of 
laughter succeeded to the alarm. But Mr. 
Hume did not find the pleasantry to his 
taste, he took his hat and quitted Paris sud- 
denly, where his ad. enture has stripped him 
of his poetry. His friends prttend that he 
will come back to take his revenge with'a 
sister whom he has been to seek, and who is 
a medium, more powerful even, than he is. 
Other persons are of opinion that he has 
gone, at the request of our bishops, and of 
;he Pope himself, who after having been 
consulted by him at Rome on his super- 
latural powers, replied to him simply, "My 
dear sir, I acknowledge no power except that . 
of the divine Saviour." 


1 There are two preachers here just now

3ne is Father Felix, who has lately preach- 
ed at Forte 'Dame on the subject. of speeu- 
ating in stocks, announcing a terrible explo- 
sion of social hatred excited by the passion's 
of cupidity.
